Stanton Sch ool D istrict’s bond is­ 


sue for $48 0,000 for a proposed new 
sch ool at Empire- was rejected in | 
a special election Tuesday wh en it ^ 


receiv ed only 44.3 per cent with a 
60 per cent affirm ativ e v ote re­ 
quired. Th e v ote was 515 for and 
409 against, according to complete 
but unofficial returns. 
It was defeated h eav ily in fiv e 
of th e district’s eigh t precincts. 
A total of 924 ballots were cast 
In th e election called by th e Board 
of Education in th e proposal to 
eliminate th ree sch ool buildings in 
th e district’s south ern section and 
consolidating some 300 pupils into 
a 10-room building. 
Th e proposal was defeated badly 
by Port Homer, Hammondsv ille 
and Stratton v oters wh ile th ose in 
Brush Creek and Ross also cast 
ballots h eav ily against th e bond 
issue. 
In Stratton th e proposal was v ot­ 
ed down 114-5 wh ile th e issue re­ 
ceiv ed only a single fav orable v ote 
in Port Homer, wh ere th e final 
tally sh owed 101 opposed. 
Hammondsv ille residents v o t^ 
149-34 against th e proposal as did 
Ross precinct, 
11-1, and Brush 
Creek, 37-11. 
As was expected, v oters at Em ­ 
pire, wh ere th e sch ool was to be 
constructed, gav e th e issue an ov ­ 
erwh elming fav orable v ote of 191- 
15 wh ile th ose in Irondale wh ere 
pre-election activ ity h ad been th e 
strongest, also fav ored th e plan by 
a v ote of 143-8 0. 
G rant precinct also fav ored th e 
proposal, 23-8 . 
Board officals were -dismay ed at 
th e bond issue’s defeat and said 
future plans for a new building for 
th e south ern district are indefinite 
and “ th ings will rem ain as th ey 
are for th e next y ear or so.’’ 
Th e board will m eet Monday 
nigh t at 8 in Stanton Higji Sch ool 
at Irondale. Supt. C. P. Hender­ 
son announced. Dr. William Ban- 
field is president. 
Opponents and proponents cam- 
paiged until election ev e and some 
groups circulated literature urging 
construction of th e building with 
oth ers adv ising residents to “wait 
a few y ears.’’ Th ere was a bitter 
figh t against th e proposal in some 
sections. 
Board officals h ad urged con- 
s t r a c t i o n of th e consolidated 
sch ool, term ing th e Em pire build-

Th e ch ild was run ov er by th e 
tractor on th e farm of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lawrence Sprouse of Ham­ 
mondsv ille R.D. 1. 
Columbiana County Coroner E r­ 
nest Sturgis deferred a ruling pen 
ding inv estigation. 
Th e boy was play ing in th e y ard 
around th e h ome.

Herbert Trowbridge, 20, of Baden 
is in City Hospital with a rifle 
wound of th e lower abdomen re ­ 
ceiv ed during h is capture in a 
manh unt by district poUce y ester­ 
day . 
Edward Slifka, 42, of Aliquippa 
is in th e County Jail at Lisbon, 
awaiting return to th e Dixmont 
Hospital north of Sewickley from 
wh ich h e and Trowbridge fled with 
anoth er patient. 
A total of 21 police cruisers and 
42 area police took part in th e in­ 
tensiv e h unt th rough fields a n d 
th ickets a sh ort distance north of 
th e Y-intersection of Routes 39 and 
164 wh ich ended in a single rifle 
sh ot. 
State High way Patrolm an E d­ 
ward V. Egy of th e Wintersv ille 
barracks w o u n d e d Trowbridge 
wh en th e escapee began to run 
and turned sidewise and reach ed 
into a pocket. 
Th e two men were at first re­ 
ported arm ed, but only a safety 
razor was found on Slifka later.

caped from th e institution th rough 
a bath room window. 
Th ey later kidnaped Paul Hen­ 
ning, 24. of Pittsburgh as h e was 
waiting in h is car in Pittsburgh 
for h is girl.

Baden police reported th e p a i r 
forced Henning to driv e th em to 
near a driv e-in th eater in th e Free­ 
dom area wh ere th ey beat up 
Henning, tied h im with h is sh irt 
and took $11. He later got loose 
and went to Economy police. 
Hutch ison later was captured at 
Roch ester by Patrolm an Don Clark 
after a struggle. 
Trowbridge and Slifka th en h op­ 
ped a freigh t train and arriv ed 
at Salinev iUe about day ligh t y es­ 
terday morning Sh eriff VanFossan 
said. Trowbridge th en ph oned h is 
m oth er at Baden, telling h er h e 
h ad a gun and planned to kill h er.

$1 00,000 


Hewitt Farm Near 
Race Track Bo ug ht 
By Stauffer Co ncern 


A 271-acre tract at Arroy e h as 
been purch ased by th e Stauffer 
Ch emical Co. as a site for a new 
ch emical plant, officials of th e firm 


announced today . 
Th e site, known as th e Hewitt 
farm , and located between W ater­ 
ford Park race track and th e Kö p­ 
pers Co., Inc., nicotinic acid plant 
along Route 66, was bough t from 
th e Monongeh ela Power Co. at a 
price in excess of $100,000. 
Th e utility acquired th e site in 
1956 from Mrs. M arth a N e w e l l 
Hewitt at a cost of $100,000, after 
h olding options on th e riv erside 
land for some tim e in a mov e to 
promote it for industrial dev elop­ 
m ent. 
Th e site was slated for use by 
th e Sh ea Ch emical Co. a few y ears 
ago, but th e Sh ea concern appar­ 
ently canceled plans for building 
a h y drofluoric acid plant. 
Th e Stauffer Co., 
founded in 
18 8 5, m anufactures industrial and 
agricultural ch emicals and inter­ 
m ediates in 50 plants, located in 22 
states from coast to coast. It m ain­ 
tains principal offices at New York 
and San Francisco. 
A spokesman for th e firm said 
th e tract was acquired for a new 
ch emical plant, but construction 
plans h av e not been completed. 
Details of th e size and ty pe of 
ch emical operation were not dis­ 
closed. 
Th e Monongeh ela Power Co. area 
dev elopment departm ent h as been 
working for m ore th an a y ear 
with th e Stauffer firm in negotia­ 
tions for selection of th e site. 
Th e farm fronts 1,8 00 feet along 
th e Oh io Riv er and extends back 
3,600 feet to Route 66, wh ere It 
rises to h illy land and flattens out 
to a plateau. 
M rs. Hewitt was a trustee under 
th e will of th e late E . W. Hewitt, 
and a m em ber of a family promi­ 
nent in th e early dev elopment of 
th e upper Oh io Valley . 
About 102 acres of th e site ara 
com parativ ely flat and usable for 
an industrial site close to th e riv ­ 
er’s v aluable w ater source a n d 
transportation facilities. 
Th e announcement did not Indi­ 
cate th e source of supply or ty pe 
of products of th e plant but salt 
beds underly th e property . 
Th e th ick beds deep under th e 
surface stretch from th is v iciiuty 
to below Wh eeling on both sides 
of th e riv er. 
Two or th ree plants h av e been 
operating on th e West Virginia 
side below Wh eeling for sev eral 
y ears, conv erting th e m ineral salt 
to brine, pumping it to th e sur­ 
face and extracting a v ariety of 
ch emicals.

W h eth er Stauffer will utilize th is 
salt was not indicated. 
Such plants use a great deal of 
power but are clean and cause 
no fumes or smoke. 
Sh ipment is m ade In tank cars 
and by truck and train for sm al­ 
ler quantities and some of t h e 
products, wh en reduced to powder 
or granular form, are h auled in 
so-called dry containers.

Stanton School District’s bond is­ 
sue for $480 OOO for a proposed new 


school at Empire was rejected in 
a special election Tuesday when it 
received only 44.3 per cent with a 
60 per cent affirmative vote re­ 
quired. The vote was 515 for and 
409 against, according to complete 
but unofficial returns. 
It was defeated heavily in five 
of the district’s eight precincts. 
A total of 924 ballots were cast 
in the election called by the Board 
of Education in the proposal to 
eliminate three school buildings in 
the district’s southern section and 
consolidating some 300 pupils into 
a 10-room building. 
The proposal was defeated badly 
by Port Homer, Hammondsville 
and Stratton voters while those in 
Brush Creek and Ross also cast 
ballots heavily against the bond 
issue. 
In Stratton the proposal was vot­ 
ed down 114-5 while the issue re­ 
ceived only a single favorable vote 
in Port Homer, where the final 
tally showed 101 opposed. 
Hammondsville residents voted 
149-34 against the proposal as did 
Ross precinct, 
11-1, and Brush 
Creek, 37-11. 
As was expected, voters at Em ­ 
pire, where the school was to be 
constructed, gave the issue an ov­ 
erwhelming favorable vote of 191- 
15 while those in Irondale where 
pre-election activity had been the 
strongest, also favored the plan by 
a vote of 143-80. 
Grant precinct also favored the 
proposal, 23-8. 
Board officals were dismayed at 
the bond issue's defeat and said 
future plans for a new building for 
the southern district are indefinite 
and "things will remain as they

Sells Land At 
$100,000 


Hewitt Farm Near 
Race Track Bought 
By Stauffer Concern 


A 271-acre tract at Arroyo has 
been purchased by the Stauffer 
Chemical Co. as a site for a new 
chemical plant, officials of the firm 
announced today. 
The site, known as the Hewitt 
farm, and located between W ater­ 
ford Park race track and the Hop­ 
pers Co., Inc., nicotinic acid plant 
along Route 66, was bought from 
the Monongehela Power Co. at a 
price in excess of $100,000. 
The utility acquired the site in 
1956 from Mrs. Martha N e w e l l 
Hewitt at a cost of $100,000, after 
holding options on the riverside 
land for some time in a move to 
promote it for industrial develop­ 
ment. 
The site was slated for use by 
the Shea Chemical Co. a few years 
ago, but the Shea concern appar­ 
ently canceled plans for building 
a hydrofluoric acid plant. 
The Stauffer Co., 
founded in 
1885, manufactures industrial and 
agricultural chemicals and inter­ 
mediates in 50 plants, located in 22 
states from coast to coast. It m ain­ 
tains principal offices at New York 
and San Francisco. 
A spokesman for the firm said 
the tract was acquired for a new 
chemical plant, but construction 
plans have not been completed. 
Details of the size and type of 
chemical operation were not dis­ 
closed. 
The Monongehela Power Co. area 
development departm ent has been 
working for more than a year 
with the Stauffer firm in negotia­ 
tions for selection of the site. 
The farm fronts 1,800 feet along 
the Ohio River and extends back 
3,600 feet to Route 66, where it 
rises to hilly land and flattens out 
to a plateau. 
Mrs. Hewitt was a trustee under 
the will of the late E. W. Hewitt, 
and a m em ber of a family promi­ 
nent in the early development of 
the upper Ohio Valley. 
About 102 acres of the site are 
comparatively flat and usable for 
an industrial site close to the riv­ 
er’s valuable w ater source a n d 
transportation facilities. 
The announcement did not Indi­ 
cate the source of supply or type 
of products of the plant but salt 
beds underly the property. 
The thick beds deep under the 
surface stretch from this vicinity 
to below Wheeling on both sides 
of the river. 
Two or three plants have been 
operating on the West Virginia 
side below Wheeling for several 
years, converting the m ineral salt 
to brine, pumping it fo the sur­ 
face and extracting a variety of 
chemicals. 
Whether Stauffer will utilize this 
salt was not indicated. 
Such plants use a great deal of 
power but are clean and cause 
no fumes or smoke. 
Shipment is made In tank cars 
and by truck and train for sm al­ 
ler quantities and some of t h e 
products, when reduced to powder 
or granular form, are hauled in 
so-called dry containers.

If th ere are no wh istles blowing over th e 
congressional decision to admit Alaska to th e 
union as th e 49 th state, Alaskans sh ould not 
feel h urt. 
Politicians did a workmanlike job of taking 
th e sh ine off th e occasion. South ern-fried re­ 
actionaries bled and died in th e Senate to stop 
It because Alaskans don’t believe in segrega­ 
tion. At one h igh point of silliness in th e Sen­ 
ate debate, it was argued th at Alaska sh ould 
be made th e 49 th state to prove to th e pesky 
Russians th at . . . well, wh atever it is th at we 
must prove to th e Russians. 
Moreover, admitting Alaska as a state 
« trains th e credulity of most Americans be- 
ciuse th e union to th em means contiguous 
territory '. Cities, counties and states can add 
io th emselves only territory th at touch es th eir 
boundaries. Th ey cannot play h opscotch . 
Alaska is not contiguous territory . It is 
a 
fifth th e size of th e wh ole United States, with 
a population less th an th at of a single con­ 
gressional district; it h ardly seems to qualify 
as a state. 
It is a country . In th e sense th at It exists 
apart from th e oth er 48 states. And in th e 


sense th at it wants to be identified with th e 
United States with out being merely a terri­ 
torial possession, it would h ave been more 
logically a commonwealth th an a 49 th state. 
However, it now is on th e verge of being a 
state, to th e embarrassment of every body con­ 
cerned, because no one knows wh at to do in 
h onor of an occasion long awaited but not 
planned for. 
It is as th ough a visit by a distant cousin 
wh o h ad gone to Alaska to live as a ch ild h ad 
to be squared with th e sudden realization th at 
th e cousin now is fully grown and due to ar­ 
rive at th e airport in time for lunch . 
We’re out of practice. It h as been 46 y ears 
since we welcomed a new state, and it was 
different th en. Arizona and New Mexico were 
neigh bors, y ou migh t say .

marked th e advent of television as a com­ 
ing form of adult entertainment. Th ey sig­ 
nalized th e emergency of Estes Kefauver as 
a public figure of such magnitude th at h e 
h as not been forgiven to th is day for re­ 
vealing th e 
connection between organized 
vice and th e corrupt political organizations 
th at make America’s big cities safe for th e 
Democratic party 
in 
nearly

elections. 
But aside from th ese incidental and acci­ 
dental effects, th e 
Kefauver

ner details of th eir financial lives. 
Furth ermore, th ese experts, out­ 
lining wh at seems to me to be th e 
basis for labor’s counter-offensive 
against business in th e next two 
y ears, said th at it was not enough 
for labor to h ave th e records and 
open business books. 
Th e union tech nicians said th at 
union experts sh ould be admitted 
into th e plants to ch eck on th e ac­ 
curacy of industrialists’ claims of 
expenses and prices of repairs, ex­ 
pansion programs and oth er deduc­ 
tions from th e companies’ profit 
total. 


SPECIFICALLY, th e unions will 
ask for laws forcing businessmen 
to report publicly th e executives’ 
salaries, bonuses, pensions, stock 
options, life insurance pay ments 
and expense allowances. 
Written into th ese proposals will 
also h e demands for full exposure 
of dividend and interest pay ments 
to th e investors, creditors, man­ 
agers and directors and capital 
gains earned by th ese executives.

“ As a resident of East Liver­ 
pool, Oh io, wh ich h as long been 
recognized as th e ‘Pottery Center 
of America’ by every on« in th e 
know except Life Magazine, I read 
with more th an average inter­ 
est th e article in y our June 23. 
1958, edition, commencing on Page 
96. entitled "Steubenville 
O h i o 
Meets Th e World". 
"Steubenville (36,800 population) 
and Weirton, West Virginia, (24,- 
005), directly across th e Oh io Riv­ 
er, are known as steel manufac­ 
turing communities. Th ere is no 
pottery in eith er of th eir city lim­ 
its. Th e nearby Steubenville Pot­ 
tery Company , to wh ich y ou re­ 
ferred, is th e only pottery in th e 
immediate vicinity . With only 133 
part-time workers now, th is pot­ 
tery h as never been much of a fac­ 
tor in th e total employ ment pic­ 
ture in th ese steel mill cities. 
"East Liverpool (25,000), up th e 
Oh io River 23 miles from Steu­ 
benville, is a separate and distinct 
industrial and sh opping area. With ­ 
in a radius of five miles from East 
Liverpool will be found seven m a­ 
jor 
dinnerware 
manufacturing 
plants, one of wh ich is th e Homer 
Laugh lin Ch ina Company , th e larg­ 
est pottery in th e world. Th ese 
seven plants employ 8,000 wh en in 
full production. Because of foreign 
imports, th is number h as been re­ 
duced to 3.800, most of wh om work 
only a few day s a week. Instead 
of interviewing th e steel - minded 
businessmen of Steubenville, y ou 
could h ave better determined th e 
effect of imports on a pottery town 
by talking to th e citizens of East 
Liverpool.

"After so improperly designat­ 
ing Steubenville, y ou th en proceed 
to quote from interviews with citi­ 
zens of th at steel city to support 
y our ‘Reciprocal Trade’ opinions 
wh ich 1 believe sh ould be confined 
to y our Editorial Section (Page 35 
of y our same June 23, 1958, edi­ 
tion of Life). Business leaders in 
th e Pottery Center (East Liver­ 
pool) would uniformly report to 
y ou th at it is suffering from th e 
foreign pottery imports. It’s a neat 
trick, but any one in th e Upper 
Oh io Valley wh o knows th e dif­ 
ference between a steel town and 
th e Pottery Center was not fooled.

A PRESIDENT’S power of re­ 
moval h ad never in th e h istory of 
th e United States been th e subject 
of any exh austive study by th e 
Supreme Court until Oct. 25, 1926, 
wh en it was h eld th at th e ch ief 
executive could remove 
a post­ 
m aster at will. 
From th is, it was inferred th ere­ 
after th at h e could remove all 
oth er 
officials 
of 
th e 
federal 
agencies as well. 
Ch ief Justice Taft, wh o h ad h im­ 
self been president, h anded down 
th e decision in th e famous My ers 
case. He ruled, in effect, th at a 
president h as an inh erent consti­ 
tutional power of removal of all 
officials 
even wh en th ey h ave 
"duties of a quasi-judicial ch ar­ 
acter.” 
Th is was supposed to flow from 
th e president’s power to see th at 
"th e laws be faith fully executed." 
Th en came th e h istoric decision 
of May 27 . 1935, wh en by 9 to 0 
th e Supreme Court justices over­ 
ruled 
President 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt’s dismissal of William 
E. Humph rey , a member of th e 
Federal Trade Commission wh ose 
term h ad not th en expired. 
Mr. Roosevelt said th at Mr. 
Humph rey was all righ t except 
th at h is mind "did not go along" 
with th e President’s and h e want­ 
ed a man of h is own selection. 
By th e time th e case was de­ 
cided Mr. Humph rey h ad died but 
h is h eirs h ad sued in th e court 
of claims for back salary and th is 
was awarded in th e 1935 decision. 
Th e Supreme Court insisted th at 
th e My ers opinion of 1926 applied 


only to "all purely executive of­ 
ficers" and did not apply to mem­ 
bers of quasi-judicial commission« 
like t h e Federal Trade Com­ 
mission. 


THE COURT expressly 
disap­ 
proved of th e concept in th e My ers 
case concerning a president’s in­ 
h erent 
constitutional 
power 
o i 
removal. 
Th us, in th is 
week’s 
opinion. 
Justice Frankfurter say s: 
"Humph rey ’s case was a caust 
celebre—and not least in th e h alla 
of Congress. And wh at is th e es­ 
sence of th e decision in Hum­ 
ph rey ’s case? It drew a sh arp line 
of cleavage between officials wh o 
were part of th e executive estab­ 
lish ment and were th us remova­ 
ble by virtue of th e president’s 
constitutional powers 
and 
th ose 
wh o are members of a body ‘to 
exercise its judgment with out th e 
leave or h indrance of any oth er 
official or any department of th e 
government,’ as to wh om 
a power 
of removal exists only if Congress 
may fairly be said to h ave con­ 
ferred it. 
"Th is sh arp differentiation de­ 
rives from th e difference in func­ 
tions between th ose wh o are part 
of th e executive establish ment and 
th ose wh ose tasks require abso­ 
lute freedom from executive Inter­ 
ference. ‘For it is quite evident,* 
again to quote Humph rey ’s execu­ 
tor (case), ‘th at one wh o h olds h is 
office only during th e pleasure of. 
anoth er, 
cannot 
be 
depended 
upon to maintain an attitude of 
independence against th e latter’! 
will.’ " 
Th e case before th e court th is 
week concerned My ron Wiener, 
a 
member of th e War Claims Com­ 
mission wh o was 
removed 
on 
Dec. 10, 1953, by President Eisen­ 
h ower. 


CONGRESS HAD not specified 
by law any grounds for removal of 
th e commissioner but did say th e 
commission was to "adjudicate 
according to law," and th at th e 
commission was to be “entirely 
free from th e control or coercive 
influence, direct or indirect," of 
cith er th e executive or Congress. 
Justice Frankfurter added: 
"If, as one must take for grant­ 
ed, th e war claims act precluded 
th e president from influencing th e 
commission in passing on 
a partic­ 
ular claim, a fortiori must it be 
inferred th at Congress 
did 
not 
wish to h ave h ang over th e com­ 
mission th e Damocles’ sword of 
removal by th e president for no 
reason oth er th an th at h e pre­ 
ferred to h ave on th at commis­ 
sion men of h is own ch oosing.’* 
It h as been argued th at com­ 
missioners would neverth eless be 
subservient to executive pressure 
because th ey migh t desire reap­ 
pointment and, once th ey incurred 
presidential 
disapproval, 
th ere 
would be no extension of tenure. 
But th is could apply also to th e 
necessity 
for 
confirmation 
by 
members of th e Senate. So, th eor­ 
etically , Congress must 
not 
be 
antagonized eith er. 
If commissioners want to play 
politics, h oweve-, th ey can do so 
any way but over th e y ears th e 
members 
of

quaii-judicial 
commissions

sh own th eir independence.

If there are no whistles blowing over the 
congressional decision to admit Alaska to the 
union as the 49th state, Alaskans should not 
feel hurt. 
Politicians did a workmanlike job of taking 
the shine off the occasion. Southern-fried re­ 
actionaries bled and died in the Senate to stop 
It because Alaskans don't believe in segrega­ 
tion. At one high point of silliness in the Sen­ 
ate debate, it was argued that Alaska should 
ba made the 49th state to prove to the pesky 
Russians t hat . . . w*ell, whatever it is that we 
must prove to the Russians. 
Moreover, admitting Alaska as a state 
•trains the credulity of most Americans be­ 
cause the union to them means contiguous 
territory. Cities, counties and states can add 
to themselves only territory that touches their 
boundaries. They cannot play hopscotch. 
Alaska is not contiguous territory. It is a 
fifth the size of the whole United States, with 
a population less than that of a single con­ 
gressional district,* it hardly seems to qualify 
as a state. 
It is a country, In the sense that it exists 
apart from the other 48 states. And in the 


sense that it wants to be identified with the 
United States without being merely a terri­ 
torial possession, it would have been mort 
logically a commonwealth than a 49th state. 
However, it now is on the verge of being a 
state, to the embarrassment of everybody con­ 
cerned, because no one knows what to do in 
honor of an occasion long awaited but not 
planned for. 
It is as though a visit by a distant cousin 
who had gone to Alaska to live as a child had 
to be squared with the sudden realization that 
the cousin now is fully grown and due to ar­ 
rive at the airport in time for lunch. 
We’re wit of practice. It has been 46 years 
since we welcomed a new state, and it was 
different then. Arizona and New Mexico were 
neighbors, you might say. Not like Alaska, 
which is so big that at one end it is in see­ 
ing distance of the Soviet Union and at the 
other end is an easy airplane hop from the 
United States — so big southward to the lati­ 
tude of Newcastle and Dublin. 
Move over, Texas! 
Congratulations, flag manufacturers! 
Greetings, big stranger. 


Rackets Probe Goes Back To Headlines 


Sooner or later, the Senate’s investigation 
of rackets was bound to lead to the sinister, 
half-seen power of the "syndicate,” some­ 
times referred to as the Mfaia. 
This is the conspiracy of organized vie® 
operators and borderline businessmen who 
have polished the art of using easy money 
to purchase easier terms for their existence 
than they could depend on if they lived with­ 
in the law. 
One of the outlets for their ingenuity and 
ruthlessness has been organized labor. They 
have been equally busy in a few forms of 
business that are just respectable enough to 
give them a front but 
not 
respectable 
enough to handicap their easy money ac­ 
tivities. 
This field of investigation should be as 
fruitful as anything the Senate investigators 
ever have looked into. It has been looked into 
before only once—by Sen. Kefauver, away 
back in 1950. 
The late Rudolph Hailey and his sharp 
questioning of witnesses like Frank Costello 


marked the advent of television as a com­ 
ing form of adult entertainment. They sig­ 
nalized the emergency of Estes Kefauver as 
a public figure of such magnitude that he 
has not been forgiven to this day for re­ 
vealing the connection between organized 
vice and the corrupt political organizations 
that make America’s big cities safe for the 
Democratic party in nearly all national 
elections. 
But aside from these incidental and acci­ 
dental effects, the Kefauver investigation 
marked up the hill and marched back down 
again. That to date seems to be the net 
effect of the rackets investigation under Sen. 
McClellan. 
The headlines it has made were sensa­ 
tional; the headlines it is about to make 
may be even more sensational. But there is 
no likelihood that any law will be passed to 
curb racketeering in unionism, in manage­ 
ment, or in 
anything else which might 
cramp the style of important contributors to 
political campaigns. 


Something New Under The Fifth 


Maurice A. Hutcheson’s attorney g a v e 
Washington legalists their first view of a new 
way to protect a client from questions w-hen 
the head of the Carpenters Union testified 
before the McClellan committee. 
This was a special problem for the legal 
mind, because Mr. Hutcheson as a vice presi­ 
dent of AFL-CIO could not fall back on the 
5th Amendment’s safeguard against self-in­ 
crimination. It has been outlawed by the 
ethical practices code of AFL-CIO. 
Therefore, when the embarrassing question 
about a transaction in which there might 
have been improper use of union funds was 
asked, Mr. Hutcheson refused to answer on 
the ground that it was a personal matter 
and an answer might be used by the prose­ 
cution in a case in which he was under in­ 
dictment. This, it was pointed out would be 
in denial of due process of law under the 
14th Amendment. 
The pointing out was done not once but 
dozens of times while Mr. Hutcheson was be­ 
ing questioned, suggesting the possibility that 
the legal profession has developed a new 
gimmick to sidestep the question-and-answer 
ordeal of investigating committees. 
It suggests even more strongly the possi­ 
bility that people who thought the problem 
of evasive witnesses would be solved by do­ 
ing something drastic about the Fifth Amend­ 
ment misjudged the problem. 
It has not been the evasive witnesses who 
have done the damage. It has been the coun­ 
sel they received from their legal advisers. 
First, it was the 1st Amendment, then the 
5th, now the 14th. Most witnesses in con- 
gression|l hearings know no more about the

Court Reaffirms Point Of Constitutional Law 


Labor's Cry—‘Remember Go!(I fine!* 


One of Bernard Goldfine’s loves 
was to do business by telephone— 
automobile telephone, that is. The 
rag and real estate millionaire 
loved to phone

ing limousine. 
Since none of

and the inquisitive of tomorrow. All 
this is having an unexpected im­ 
pact on influential forces far from 
the turbulent congressional hear­ 
ing room. 
The impact Is on labor leaders 
and their anonymous technicians 
who plan to use l’affaire Goldfine 
for a retaliatory drive against busi­ 
ness — all business. 
These labor men have been an­ 
gered by proposals for the full ex­ 
posure of their salaries, expenses, 
investments and other financial ac­ 
tivities of themselves and their 
unions. 
They now plan to fight for laws 
demanding exactly the same from 
all firms and their executives. 
And labor’s cry will be — "Re­ 
member Goldfine.” Labor will de­ 
mand the fullest exposure of all 
business spending. 


THIS CAMPAIGN has been some 
time in the making. Recently the 
technicians 
of 
57 
international 
unions were surveyed by Dean Wil­ 
bur F. Pillsbury of Knox College, 
111. 
He discovered that the advisers 
to the nation’s major labor leaders 
believe it is "inevitable” that there 
will be federal laws forcing all in­ 
dustry to report their most inti­ 
mate financial activity to the pub­ 
lic — thus making available to the 
union chiefs the up-to-the-minute in­ 
ner details of their financial lives. 
Furthermore, these experts, out­ 
lining what seems to me to be the 
basis for labor’s counter-offensive 
against business in the next two 
years, said that it was not enough 
for labor to have the records and 
open business books. 
The union technicians said that 
union experts should be admitted 
into the plants to check on the ac­ 
curacy of industrialists’ claims of 
expenses and prices of repairs, ex­ 
pansion programs and other deduc­ 
tions from the companies’ profit 
total. 


SPECIFICALLY, the unions will 
ask for laws forcing businessmen 
to report publicly the executives’ 
salaries, bonuses, pensions, stock 
options, life insurance payments 
and expense allowances. 
Written into these proposals will 
also be demands for full exposure 
of dividend and interest payments 
to the investors, creditors, man­ 
agers and directors and capital 
gains earned by these executives. 
The unions even will want to 
have full details of benefits, aside 
from money. These would range 
from sick leave costs, to cafeteria 
and recreation costs, to paid vaca­ 
tions, pension and insurance plan 
costs and medical services. 
Still sensitive over the cry for 
full exposure of union expense tabs, 
the labor technicians say they 
want a "detailed and meaningful 
breakdown of administrative, gen­ 
eral and selling costs, including 
donations a n d contributions to 
charitable and other philanthropic 
causes; expense of operating sepa­ 
rate departments (for example, a 
sales department); categorical list­ 
ing of income taxes and other taxes 
with appropriate details in the case 
of extraordinary adjustments and 
detailed costs which are charged 
to repairs and maintenance.” 


OTHER LABOR men point to the 
current demands that they report 
their connections with business 
firms.

now want laws to force business­ 
men and all company officials to 
reveal to the public “the intercor­ 
porate connections between officers 
and various companies.”

The Center Of A Dispute 


Atty. Francis H. Lang is one of the m an y local residents 
incensed by Life Magazine’s recent reference to Steubenville 
as the '‘pottery center”. 
He expressed his feelings bluntly 
in a letter to the editor of Life. 
It is reprinted below cs an 
expression of interest to potters and non-potters alike. 


"As a resident of East Liver­ 
pool, Ohio, which has long been 
recognized as the ‘Pottery Center 
of America’ by everyone in the 
know except Life Magazine, I read 
with more than average inter­ 
est the article in your June 23, 
1958, edition, commencing on Page 
96, entitled "Steubenville Oh i o 
Meets The World”. 
"Steubenville (36,800 population) 
and Weirton, West Virginia, (24,- 
005), directly across the Ohio Riv­ 
er, are known as steel manufac­ 
turing communities. There is no 
pottery in either of their city lim­ 
its. The nearby Steubenville Pot­ 
tery Company, to which you re­ 
ferred, is the only pottery in the 
immediate vicinity. With only 133 
part-time workers now, this pot­ 
tery has never been much of a fac­ 
tor in the total employment pic­ 
ture in these steel mill cities. 
"East Liverpool (25,000), up the 
Ohio River 23 miles from Steu­ 
benville, is a separate and distinct 
industrial and shopping area. With­ 
in a radius of five miles from East 
Liverpool will be found seven ma­ 
jor 
dinnerware 
manufacturing 
plants, one of which is the Homer 
Laughlin China Company, the larg­ 
est pottery in the world. These 
seven plants employ 8.000 when in 
full production. Because of foreign 
imports, this number has been re­ 
duced to 3,800, most of whom work 
only a few days a week. Instead 
of interviewing the steel - minded 
businessmen of Steubenville, y o u 
could have better determined the 
effect of imports on a pottery town 
by talking to the citizens of East 
Liverpool. 
"Had you wished to do so, you 
could have questioned the officials 
of the U. S. Potters Association, 
which represents the pottery own­ 
ers, or the officers of the Interna­ 
tional Brotherhood of Operative 
Potters, which represents all pot­ 
tery workers in the United States 


and Canada. Both organizations 
have always had their offices in 
East Liverpool. 
"Perhaps you will say that you 
were only claiming that Steuben­ 
ville was the center of the pottery 
manufacturing area. I don’t know 
how you would determine the geo­ 
graphical center of the U. S. pot­ 
tery industry, or what it would 
prove if you did. If this was your 
aim, you could just as easily land 
in such other steel towns as Pitts­ 
burgh. Wheeling or maybe in a 
cornfield. By labeling Steubenville 
(a steel town) as the center of the 
pottery industry, were you seek­ 
ing support for your subtitle "An 
Industrial Community which Suf­ 
fers Much from Foreign Trade 
finds that it Thrives on it Even 
More.”? 
"After so improperly designat­ 
ing Steubenville, you then proceed 
to quote from interviews with citi­ 
zens of that steel city to support 
your ‘Reciprocal Trade’ opinions 
which I believe should be confined 
to your Editorial Section (Page 35 
of your same June 23, 1958, edi­ 
tion of Life). Business leaders in 
the Pottery Center (East Liver­ 
pool) would uniformly report to 
you that it is suffering from the 
foreign pottery imports. It’s a neat 
trick, but any one in the Upper 
Ohio Valley who knows the dif­ 
ference between a steel town and 
the Pottery Center was not fooled. 
"I have read Life and other 
Time publications for many years. 
Never again will I accept their 
representation of alleged facts with 
the same degree of faith which I 
have given in the past. In my opin­ 
ion, there can only be two reasons 
for your giving the impression to 
your readers that Steubenville is 
the Pottery Center. Either it was a 
deliberate attempt to make them 
believe that even in the U. S. Pot­ 
tery Center "Reciprocal Trade” 
was generally favored, or it was 
a bad error in reporting. Which 
was it?”

It has been erroneously assumed 
In the last few weeks in some 
quarters that the W’hite House ex­ 
ercises some sort of control over 
the tenure of members of the in­ 
dependent agencies, such as the 
Federal Trade Commission or the 
Securities 
and Exchange Com­ 
mission. 
It has been charged by critics 
that a telephone call from the ex­ 
ecutive offices merely inquiring 
about a pending matter could 
cause a commissioner to tremble 
because he might be summarily 
removed. 
But the Supreme Court on Mon­ 
day of this week, in a unanimous 
opinion* says that, 
where Con­ 
gress by law does not specify a 
cause for removal, the members 
of quasi-judicial commissions can­ 
not be dismissed by the president 
and that they do not, therefore, 
hold office subject to his will. 
Justice Frankfurter, who wrote 
the 9-to-0 opinion, went somewhat 
further than did the Supreme 
Court 23 years ago when it ruled 
that members of the independent 
commissions could be removed 
only for the causes specified by 
Congress. 
Justice Frankfurter’s opinion of 
this week says that the members 
of these commissions cannot be 
removed by the president during 
their term of office even when 
Congress 
fails to 
specify 
any 
causes for removal. 


A PRESIDENT’S power of re­ 
moval had never in the history of 
the United States been the subject 
of any exhaustive study by the 
Supreme Court until Oct. 25, 1926, 
when it was held that the chief 
executive could remove a post­ 
master at will. 
From this, it was inferred there­ 
after that he could remove all 
other 
officials 
of 
the 
federal 
agencies as well. 
Chief Justice Taft, who had him­ 
self been president, handed down 
the decision in the famous Myers 
case. He ruled, in effect, that a 
president has an inherent consti­ 
tutional power of removal of all 
officials even when they have 
"duties of a quasi-judicial char­ 
acter.” 
This was supposed to flow from 
the president’s power to see that 
"the laws be faithfully executed.” 
Then came the historic decision 
of May 27, 1935, when by 9 to 0 
the Supreme Court justices over­ 
ruled 
President 
Franklin 
D. 
Roosevelt’s dismissal of William 
E. Humphrey, a member of the 
Federal Trade Commission whose 
term had not then expired. 
Mr. Roosevelt said that Mr. 
Humphrey was all right except 
that his mind "did not go along” 
with the President’s and he want­ 
ed a man of his own selection. 
By the time the case was de­ 
cided Mr. Humphrey had died but 
his heirs had sued in the court 
of claims for back salary and this 
was awarded in the 1935 decision. 
The Supreme Court insisted that 
the Myers opinion of 1926 applied 


only to "all purely executive of­ 
ficers” and did not apply to mem­ 
bers of quasi-judicial commission* 
like t h e Federal Trade Com­ 
mission. 


THE COURT expressly disap­ 
proved of the concept in the Myers 
case concerning a president’s in­ 
herent

Justice Frankfurter says: 
‘Humphrey's case was a caus® 
celebre—and not least in the halls 
of Congress. And what is the es­ 
sence of the decision in Hum­ 
phrey’s case? It drew a sharp Un® 
of cleavage between officials who 
were part of the executive estab­ 
lishment and were thus remova­ 
ble by virtue of the president’s 
constitutional powers and those 
who are members of a body ‘to 
exercise its judgment without the 
leave or hindrance of any other 
official or any department of th® 
government,’ as to whom a power 
of removal exists only if Congress 
may fairly be said to have con­ 
ferred it. 
"This sharp differentiation de­ 
rives from the difference in func­ 
tions between those who are part 
of the executive establishment and 
those whose tasks require abso­ 
lute freedom from executive inter­ 
ference. ‘For it is quite evident,’ 
again to quote Humphrey’s execu­ 
tor (case), ‘that one who holds his 
office only during the pleasure of, 
another, 
cannot 
be 
depended 
upon to maintain an attitude of 
independence against the latter’s 
will.’ ” 
The case before the court this 
week concerned Myron Wiener, a 
member of the War Claims Com­ 
mission who was 
removed 
on 
Dec. IO, 1953, by President Eisen­ 
hower. 


CONGRESS HAD not specified 
by law any grounds for removal of 
the commissioner but did say the 
commission was to "adjudicate 
according to law,” and that the 
commission was to be "entirely 
free from the control or coercive 
influence, direct or indirect,” of 
either the executive or Congress. 
Justice Frankfurter added: 
"lf, as one must take for grant­ 
ed, the war claims act precluded 
the president from influencing the 
commission in passing on a partic­ 
ular claim, a fortiori must it be 
inferred that Congress did not 
wish to have hang over the com­ 
mission the Damocles’ sword of 
removal by the president for no 
reason other than that he pre­ 
ferred to have on that commis­ 
sion men of his own choosing.** 
It has been argued that com­ 
missioners would nevertheless b® 
subservient to executive pressure 
because they might desire reap­ 
pointment and, once they incurred 
presidential 
disapproval, 
there 
would be no extension of tenure. 
But this could apply also to the 
necessity for 
confirmation 
by 
members of the Senate. So, theor­ 
etically, Congress must not be 
antagonized either. 
If commissioners want to play 
politics, howeve-, they can do so 
anyway but over the years the 
members 
of

quaii-judicial 
commissions 
and 
boards 
have 
shown their independence. 
Many of the commissions have 
career personnel who serve indef­ 
initely. 
They know the score. 
Scandals of improper pressure 
would be promptly exposed by 
them. 
The 
theory, 
therefore, 
that 
members of independent commis­ 
sions must kow-tow to the White 
House to retain thpir posts now 
has been completely demolished 
by the Supreme Court’s unani­ 
mous opinion of this week.

If I understood Fitzgerald cor­ 
rectly. his whole point in the 
novel was that wealthy people

standards than anyone else; they 
drifted ab out, smashing up lives 
without b eing aware that that was 
what they were doing. 
Outsiders like Gatsb y who tried 
to impose a different set of values 
on people like Daisy just got hurt, 
almost ignored, or, as it were, run 
over b y indifference as Myrtle act­ 
ually was run over b y Gatsb y’s 
automob ile.
